A white rat experiement was 
conducted in Mr. Rowland's room.

The rat 
that originally weighed 75 grams 
had gained 10 grams in the same 
time, on the poor diet of bread, 
water, coffee and candy. Unfort- 
unatly, the poorly fed rat died 
and our experiment cannot In- 
completed. If ooth the rats had 
lived something to prove to the 
children that a good well balanced 
diet is very worthwhile. Although 
we carried the experiment for a 
short time, we could see' what 
food does for us because a rat 
lives 30 times faster than a hu¬ 
man.
